MEMORANDUM FOR THE EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR 
Subjects Meeting of SAFACC Subcommittee on Psycholorical 
Warfare 


1. The SANACC Subcommittee on Psychological Warfare met at 0930 
today in Mr. Block's office with the following menbers present:

2. With the sest and vitality of today's meeting one woul€ sevar 
suspect that the Subcommittee has been such a non<preductive unit. 
dig most significant that the chairran talks olenty bat has vary little 
controlling influence upon the direction in which the talk goes, ="¢ 
has, accordingly, proved himself very ineffective in utdlising the 
ability and capacity of the Subcommittee members to produce worth- 
while contributions in the field of psychological warfare. 


3. At the outset, Yr. Block suggested thet three points be acce 
to the agendum of the Subcommittee: 


a Relation ef psychological warfare to censorship. 
bd» Relation of psychological warfare to civilian defense. 
Re Development of technical devices. 


He steted that he would like to have these items included in the Sib} 
committee agendum since he himself was desirous of working Up yupere 6 
two of the three subjects. He did not specifically indicate wir.ch tw 
he had in mind. The presumption is that he referred toa adh. Aftr 
some debate among the service menbers of the Subcommittes as td the 
advisability of ineluding these items in the agendum, I suggested tc 
the chairman that he wes free to go ahead and prepare papers on any 
subjects he desired without authority from the Bubcommittee marivers 

and without the inclusion of the items in the Subcommittee agendum. 
When the papers were completed he vas free to present then to the 
Subcommittee if he so desired. Mr, Block agreed to follow this 
pattern of action.

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Se Mr. Block stated that ur. Alles, the Asaistant Secretur; of 
State for Public Affairs, asked qestions pertaining to psycholozicat 
werfare, lr, Allen ‘id asked Mr. Block for various definitions and 
the differences batesen psychological warfare and politiaal warfare. 
The differences witich ur. Block attempted to make between these iso 
pes wounded like the variance betwaen “gowy" white and "lily!

In tise of wir, 
Oweaver, the chaizman of this planing group will be given strength 
to coordinate the whole function azd will gather unte himself as an 
organization only those operations which cannot be adequately and 
efficiently performed by existing agencies of Gevernaant. For prover 
coordination he will require representatives from the agencies wich 
fall within his realm of coordinating responal bility.
